“AN ORDER EXTENDING UNTIL JUNE 30, 2020 THE PRESCRIBED DUE DATE OF 
THE FIRST (1ST) QUARTER PAYMENT OF THE REAL PROPERTY TAX AND 
RELIEFS FOR MARKET IMPOSITIONS IN THE SAN PABLO PUBLIC MARKET AND 
SHOPPING MALL" 


WHEREAS, amid the pandemic declaration by the World Health Organization 
(WHO) ot the COVID -19 outbreak, President Rodrigo Roa Duterte has issued 
Proclamation No. 922 on March 08, 2020 declaring a Stale of Public Health 
Emergency’ throughout the entire Philippines, thereby empowering alt government 
agencies and Local Government Units (LGUs) to mobilize the necessary resources to 
undertake critical, urgent and appropriate response and measures in a timafy manner to 
con am or prevent the spread of COVID-19 and mitigate or curtail its effects and impact 
to the communrty;

W HE R E A S . on even date of March 16, 2020, a Memorandum from the Office ol 
the Presidential Executive Secretary was issued with the subject- ~Communitv 
Quarantine Over the Ent™ Luzon And Further Guidelines For the Management of the 
Cotonavtms Disease2019(COVID-19) Situation'; 9 

WHEREAS, such Memorandum mandates, among others, the formulation ot 
programs, projects and measures for ihe social amelioration of affected workers and 
residents of the area subject of the Enhanced Community Quarantine, These measures 
may indude. but shall not be limited to, moratorium on lease rentals advancing a pro¬ 
rated thirteenth (13th) month pay, reprieve in utility bills, and assistance to micro small 
and medium-scale enterprises;

SECTION 2. WAIVER OR EXTENSION OF RENTAL FEES PAYMENT ON THE 
PUBLIC MARKET STALLS. In view of the mandatory closure of certain market stalls 
inside the San Pablo City Public Market and Shopping Mall, as approved by the 
NCOV'19 City Council, in order to give way to the disinfection measures undertaken by 
the City Government, such public market stalls officially ordered to be temporarily 
closed shall not pay the prescribed market rental fees during the number of days 
included in the mandated stalls closure; 

Further, it is hereby ordered that the prescribed market rental fees covering the 
calendar months of March and April. £020 only shall be allowed to be paid in full until 
JUNE 10, 2020, without any penalty tee or late payment charge; 

SECTION 3. Separability Clause.- If any provision of this Order is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional, the other provisions not affected thereby shall remain valid and 
subsisting. 

SECTION 4. Repealing Clause.- All orders, rules, regulation b and issuances, or parts 
thereof, which are inconsistent with this Order are hereby repealed, amended or 
modified accordingly, 

SECTION 5* Bfeetrvtty Clause.- This Order shall take effect immediately upon signing 

hereof, unless sooner revoked, repealed or modified,
